I itAiiTDEB over the Curatorabip of tho ^itscont on 21sfc 
Jiino 1320, before proceeding on long leave. 

I am pleased to see an advanco made in tha airange- 
ment of the Tibetan gnllory and the purchaao of some 
interesting new statuettes in this section. 

The applied Art Section has also had some interesting 
ndditiona mode in carpets and embroidery and a better 
arrongomont of the exhibits allows all the carpets to be 
exhibited in adjacent eases. 

The treatment o! all fabrics and the cases containing 
them with hydrocyanic gas was recommended by the 
Director-General of Archaeology. Every case was sealed 
up air tight after removing all exhibits and the gas generat¬ 
ed in each ease* separately os it was impossible to close the 
gallery in which the falirica aro exhibited. The fabrics 
wore opened out in selected oases of largo size and disin- 
fecled in batches by rcaewing the gas generation each titna. 
Every precaution was taka a to avoid accidents during the 
operation and I havo to thank Mr. Sana Ullah for the 
Ruccoss of the process without accident of any kind. 

The cases thomaelves were carefully repaired ^ far ^ 
possible to remove dofeots of fitting, but they nill rpmain 
unsatisfactory and uDsnltablc receptacles for valuable 
exhibits. 

Wliile in Eni^laud I aTranged for the reproduction cf 
23 plates in colour and colotype fpr tho catalogne of paint¬ 
ings now in the press. The Oxford University Press have 
Gubmilted proofs of their high class reproductions so that 
1 hope very shortly to have another Sectional catoli^e to 
place before the student nud lover of Indian painting. 

Ac I have already mentioned in previoua reports I 
eoDsldoi a Museum founded for the benefit of the arts and 
crafts of the proviuco is doing only p^t of its duty in 
exhibiting the old arts and crafts wliicli in many cases, 
however interesting to the student and connoissour, may 
be, by reason of changed tastes and requirements, of lUtle 

I iarotical help to tha craftsman. Failing this mucli'iieedi^ 
lelp and encouragement of his indigenous crafts, the work¬ 
man, to maiatain himself was forced to take to the only 
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■work nvaiUble Tvliicli is copying of indiffereut examples of 
western crafts. 1 therefore made proposal to Government 
that we should establish a potmanent gallery for the exhi¬ 
bition of the best in digenoiw arts and crnftB ^ at present 
practised, and with the help of the School of Ar^, 
iow inspiration through the use of good designs and method 
of application, of traditional Indian Art, show the cvaitsman 
how he can reviTc interest in and demand for Indian cralt 
work. The gallery would also form a central provipcui I 
depfitand agency'for ready Gominiiuioatiou between the 
buyer and seller. 

I am clad to report that the schema received officuil 
Kimotlon before I proceeded on leave.

The Museum was closed to the public on the 25th of 
Deecmher 1920, on account of Christiuaa and for baJf iha 
day on tho £7th of January 1921, out* of rmpeot to the 
memory of Uni Bahadur X^ala Mohan Lai who had boon a 
member of the Managing Oommitteo of the Victoria JabQee 
Institute, Punjab, since 1905. In him the Committoo looses 
a member who has been taking an interest in the aHairs cf 
the Museum for a long time. 

The textile galleiy remained closed to tho public in 
May and June when the textUes were treated with poisonous 
gas for purpose of preservation. The Central and l^estem 
paUeriea were also closed from 28th October to 2nd Pebniaty 
and from 28th November to 13th Jaa^iary resppotivety, 
when the centrai part of the roof of the piutnru giillery was 
being reconstructed. 
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In spiie of Hie fact tliat nearly half of tUo ifuBeutn waji 

h is gratifying to note that the 
number of during the year Is more than that of the 

proyous year. While admitting this ns an indication of 
^o inereased popubnty of the Museum, it may be mention- 
™ i^oidentelly that the educational and cultural value of the 
tustitution IS not yet appreciated by the public to the extant 
as it ought to ba. The diiTorent collections afford oppor- 
t^itiea of close study and research in Tarious departmenti 
of arte, manufacturesj historj and archroolocy and it ia 
highly desirable that these facilities should be utilized for 
the aaraucement of knoTrledge as much as possible.

The cast 
brass figure of rata with Sakti is a welcome addition 
to the collection of Nepalese Buddhist statuettes in the 
^lusGum. The lab Yarn attitude of the figures mny appear 
vulgor and object ion able to the lay public, but it should 
be tolerated for the snke of art as It furnishes an interoat- 
Ing specimen for study both to n lover of art and 
to a student of Buddhist iconography. Another notable 
addition to the scries of gods of Mabayniia Faniheou Ja the 
large image of Manjasrl—the god of Transcendent Wisdom. 
The imago of Chlutamanit (Plate No. 1) tiiough not very 
old, has beautiful qualities o£ modeiling which appeal to aU 
lovers of art.

Add.itions to tb® picture gallery hare not Iwen mm- 
eroDs due to the fart that paintings of 
“ •* good quality tiro not frequently found. 

Among the acccasions the J46^ifart7:a NajfiJca (bl2U) and 
Gajcndra Moksha (M61J are the best. The former depicts 
a Knyiha going on a dark night to meet her lorer through 
a forest, in rain and ligliteuing. The path is beset with 
serpents but the Nayibn remain a unconeorned and proceeds 
to the trystiog place, (Poonch ; early lOlh century). 
The other picture (Plate Ko. 2) lllustralea the story of the 
salvation of ludradyuraaa. King ladradyumna was a 
devout follower of Tisliau. He incurred the displeasure 
of the sage Agastaya and by hia curse was boru as on ele* 
pliant. Once the elephant wont to bathe in a lake in the 
Chitrakuta mountain and was seized by a mighty crocodile, 
which began to drag him into the water- The elephant 
could not eac^e and finding that he was doomed to death 
ho prayed to Viahnu to saTe hLin ; thereupon Vishnu came 
and Blew the crocodile with hi^ chakra^ and saved his 
doTotce who from that day resumed his original form. In 
this picture the crocodile ia represented moru or less lifco 
a serpent with a grotesque head. (Kangra j early 10th 
century). 


A set of thirty’four mchvl seals have been lent by tha 
Punjab Goverotnont for exhibition in 
Mc*.ir n, Museum [uide Appendix*' E".) 

It is proposed to exhibit thorn along witb other objects 
of the Bikh period. 


A list of books acqtilred for the Museum Library dur- 
ing the year under report is bIiowu In 
Appendix “ F Fifteen l>ooks were 
purchased out of the Silnseum funds and sixty •eight were 
received prafti. 

Building. 

The arohed portion of the roof of the Ocntral gallery 
has been dismantled and a new wooden roof covered with 
Tunkhoid sheets has been constructed in order to avoid 
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lealtaee and admit more light in the picture gallery. It is 
too early to eay nbether the new roof will permanently 
stop the Uaknge. It is mueh to bo regretted that an 
unfortunate accident ocoorred while the old roof wae being 
dismantled resulting in the fall of four workmen. All aeaiet’ 
anoe was rendered to them at the time and they were 
removed to the hospital within a few minutes of the ncoideat. 
The condition of these men was very precarious when they 
were sent to hospital. 

Photographi and Guidos* 

Photographs of exhibits in the Museum were supplied 
to public on payment and the Bale-proceeds amounting to 
Ks, 4S-4*0 were credited to Government. 

One hundred and eighty-lwo copies of Mr, nargreavos' 
Buddha Story in Stone were sold and thirteen issued gratis, 
Ba. 91-11-0 on account of eale-prooeeda of the guides were 
credited to Govemnieiit, 

Six copies of hfr, Bodger'a coin catalogue were sold 
during the year and a aum of Ha. 10*11*0 was credited to 
Government. 

Finance. 

The eipetiditure was kept within the limit of the 
sanctioned grant, including tho extra grant of Bs, 070 
for liveries, etc., out of which only Bi. 3*2-3 were allowed 
to lapae to Government. A detailed statement of Iho 
aooounts as checked by tho S^ior Auditor, Local Fund 
Accounts, is shown in Appendix ''Q'*. A special grant of 
Bb. 1,600 was received in March for tho purchase of 
Nepalese gilt brass statua^ which I had the opportunity 
of seleoting while on a visit to Calcutta on duty in January. 

Ab the catalogue of paintings in the Museum could not 
be printed within the year under report the special grant of 
Bb. d,600 sanctioned by Goverumotit for the publication of 
the catalogue was surrendered and an application baa been 
made to place the same amount at the disposal of the 
Curator in the current year. The catalogue will have 
seventeen monochrome and blx coloured reproduction b. The 
proofs of the former have already been received and it is 
expeoled that the catalogue wHi he out in tho coming 

autumn. 

Appendices. 

The usual statementa of accounts and list of additions 
to the Museum are appended herewith as well as the report

of lectures given in the Lecture Hall of tbo Victoria Jubilee 
Inatitute, Punjab. 

The Work dona in tha Museum and the Staff. 

The Berrices of Mr. gana Ullab, Archioolo^cal Chemist 
in India, were very kindly plaaetl at tlio disposal of the 
Mnseum for Mar and Juno by Sir John Marshall in order to 
disinfect the exhibits with hydroeyanio gaa with a view to 
preserve them by destroying the insecta which had got into 
the textilM. The total number of textiles treated by Mr. 
Sana TJllah was 615. It is too early to judge whether the 
©ffoot of Ihia tieatioent would last a con^rable length of 
time. 

Advantage was taken of the closing of the textile and 
western gallcriM to give additional attention to arranging. 
laheUing and otherwise putting in shape the textile, mufioal 
inatruments and armoury aoctions. Among the important 
changes made in the arrongement of exhilnts are the 
remoFal of the ancient amis from tbe eastorn to the western 
gallery and the placing of the musical instruments in the 
case formerly occupied by the old arms. 

Tbe work of renewing labele has not yet been com¬ 
pleted but cODsideiable prognoss has been made in this 
direction. 

The work of the MuReutn staff during my tenure of 
service was satisfactory. It gives me pleasure to note that 
the Daiogha is Tery energetio and gets the office work done 
by hia assistants very promptly. 

Needs of the Museum. 

The most pressing need of the Museum is a substantial 
increase of fends for the improvement and expansion of the 
varioiiH collcotionB. The present allotnioQt ii absolutely 
inadequate for the purpose. It ia just enough to preserve 
the existing exhibits and make additions here and there, but 
this procedure would perhaps never yield very satisfactory 
results* Thera is no doubt tbit tho collectiona taken as a 
whole ore to-day in a bettor condition than they were in the 
past. But the ideal is still far distant. This ideal can, 
never be aychieved without adequate funds and proper atten¬ 
tion. It is important that iucreoaed funds should bo avail- 
able without ony loss of time so that opportunities of 
development may not be permanently lost. I may venture 
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to point out that in tliB near fntare it may not be poaible 
to tnako additioos to certain seotionSj for inotanca, paanimgi 
old metal work, art textile, etc., for want of got^ ipecimeoa 
moat of wbicli are now being carried away outaide India for 
other Huaenma. _

since a very long time it has been the practice in 
the Museum that the Head Parraah has the charge of the 
keya of all t^o show cases containing exhibits. T do not 
consider this arrangement dedfabla, It is too heavy a 
responsibility for a ehaproii. The Datogbn is reaponsible 
for the safety of the exhibits. During office hours tho 
Darogha or one Of the clerks can bo present at the lime 
when show cases are opened and ho eau be rt^sonably 
expectad to he reaponsibla for the contents of the cases, 
hut during the rainy season the Head Farrash has to opea 
lliQ Miaaeum a.iid cren show ewea at ni^ht in order to remove 
exhibits from getting damaged through leakage of rrofs. 
All this is done during the absence of tit© Barogha, I do 
not suggest that the present Farrash « not trustworthy. 
He is a vetr old servant and thoroughly honest j but I do 
not coDSidor the arrangement safe and wund. It is not 
fair that the responsibility should be^ divided between tbo 
Darogha and the Head Farrash like this. Either the 
Darugha should retain all the keys with him at all hours 
of the day and night and should be present at the time 
whenever show cases are opened or lie should not be held 
responsible for every thing in the Museum. The best 
solution of this difficulty would perhaps be fo provide the 
Darogba with (luarters near the Museum in order to enable 
- him to come to open oases when necessaiy. 

Besides the collection of coins catalogued by Mr. TThite- 
hoad there are nnmerous coins in tho Jduseum ^safe. It 
is desirable that in order to avoid the aoijuiBition of 
unnecessary and duplicate coins there should be a regular 
list of those ooins and that they shonld be arranged in 
groups for ready reference both for this office as well aa 
lor the use of tbo Diteotor*Gencral of Archmology in India 
and other numismatistst particularly for the distribution 
of Treasure Trove coins. The Darogha who has done some 
numismatio work before may be entrusted with, this work. 
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The libiBjy also requires aonsulerable cxpimsionr It 
should embr&ce ft wider range of Euhjecta relating ta the 
oontenfa of the hfuaeum to that it may be made use of 
Bfi a referanoe library for reoearch purposes. To facilitate 
this ft special and saparatc fund for purchasing booke should 
be sanctioned. 

The Museum has materials of considerable Ynlue and 
unusual interest and their usefulness wonld he greatly in> 
creased by further systematic development.
